As an added service to our customers, the Manitoba Power Commission has 
started a water heater rental program. Under this plan, persons inconvenienced by a 
lack of hot water, either through the use of too small a tank, or one that is ineffective, 
can have a modern new quick recovery electric water heater installed in their home 
without any cash outlay. 

We believe renting makes sense. A good water tank costs from $100 to $200. 
Then, too, they have a habit of popping their seams right around Christmas, or some 
other high expense season when a big cash outlay hurts the most. There’s the plumber 
to pay for taking out the old tank and piping in the new one. Often an electrician 
must be arranged for to hook up the wiring. After that, you’re still on your own. Any 
service that is required must be paid for. When you rent a tank, all you do is phone 
the Power Commission. A tank specialist will help you establish the size of tank you 
require based on your family size. Once this is done, your worries are over . . . 
you’ll get a brand new copper tank with accurate thermostats, and thick insulation 
all enclosed in a gleaming white enamel cover installed free . . . serviced free. A 
small rental is added to your monthly energy account for this service. 

Electric water heating is economical. Two alternatives are available to you. You 
can have your tank connected on a controlled basis in which case the Commission 
reserves the right to “cut-off” the supply of power during the daily peak period and 
in return offers a low flat rate. A large tank should be installed as a tank with sufficient 
capacity provides plenty of hot water to “tide you over” during the brief shut-off 
periods and sufficient storage for heavy requirements. Or if you prefer, the elements 
in your tank can be served through the meter, thereby eliminating the cut-offs 
entirely. On this basis, the amount of energy consumed is charged for at your regular 
rate. 

In short, if you have any hot water problems at all, why not discuss them with 
your nearest Power Commission office. With the variety of tank sizes and methods of 
connection available, there is an electric water tank to suit you and your requirements.

It’s a simple matter for me to wash up to 14 place settings 
at one time and that’s quite an achievement if I do say so myself! 

I’m at my best when water is good and hot so I often have my own booster heater. I like 
soft water best but I will work on any normal water supply. And here’s something you should 
be interested in. I protect your family’s health because I wash dishes at a temperature much 
hotter than your hands can bear. This means I can completely sanitize your dishes. 

I’m as simple as can be to operate but always follow the directions that are tucked inside 
me when I arrive so you’ll get the best service from me. The detergents best suited to me will 
vary according to the water in your area. I find that low-sudsing detergents made specially 
for me do the best job, and they’re available in nearly every grocery store. 

I do all the rinsing, washing and drying. All you have to do is scrape off the loose soil, 
wipe off any trace of lipstick and perhaps rinse silver that has egg or starchy food dried on it— 
but you don’t have to rinse the dishes first. I can also wash pots, pans, skillets, mixing bowls 
and other baking utensils just as long as they fit inside me. But please, don’t expect me to 
perform miracles. Once in a while you may find it’s necessary to scrape, soak or use steel wool 
to loosen hardened or scorched bits of food from pots and pans. 

To get my complete qualifications, why don’t you contact your local appliance dealer? 
He’s my employment agency and he’ll make sure you get the best servant to do your dish¬ 
washing chores . . . and my wages are only a few pennies a day on your Manitoba Power 
Commission service.”
